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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content, language, and format of an abstract 
of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said." should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The disclosure is objected to because of non-idiomatic language which appears 
repeatedly on each page of the specification and in the abstract. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are written in a laundry list form and 
there is no clear description of how the elements are assembled into a machine. 
Abbreviations, such as CNG, RF-Q. X, CCD, Y, R, CCTV. FRQ, LED, Q. and others are 
not clear descriptions. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of USPN 5,932,11 9 to Kaplan et al and in 

view of USPN 5,510,891 to Frangie. AAPA (Specification Background Art, IDS's) 

disclose well known laser bruting apparatus, but does not describe the claimed list of 

components. Kaplan et al describe a laser processing machine having a Q switched 

laser, CNC control, cooling system, and a diamond work holder. Frangie discloses well 

known diamond holder comprising magnetic means and upper and lower members. 

The use of a well known work holder in the apparatus such as Kaplan et al and AAPA 

would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having 

ordinary skill in the art because the holder permits support and secure location of the 
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diamond. Work piece support and secure work piece location are well known features 
of work holders. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The cited art pertains to diamond process apparatus and laser 
apparatus and work holder apparatus.
